City clears 
up Old 27 
land issues

Grayling City officials recent- 
ly cleared up a decades-old land 
snafu that may give the city’s tax 
base a shot in the arm. 

The Michigan Department of 
Transportation (MDOT) had 
recorded easements to property 
located behind the Lone Pine 
Restaurant, Superior Finishers 
and Pointe North Motel, which 
dated back to the 1930s. 

Grayling City Attorney Dave 
Sabin said the easements were 
placed on the property when Old 
27 was constructed and prior to 
World War IH when the state and 
federal government initiated 
plans to develop the Grayling 
Army Airfield for training. 

The City of Grayling, MDOT 
and property owners recently 
went to court to have the state 
release its claim to the land. The 
city swapped land with the prop- 
erty owners, which will eventu- 
ally allow for the construction of 
a road into 20 acres of property 
located west of Old 27, which is 
the last large tract of land that 
had remained undeveloped in 
the city, 

“This will give us the ability 
to get a road through there and 
make everything legal,” said 
Continued on Page 2A

The I-75 Business Loop 
Bridge at the exit leading into 
Grayling will be closed for most 
of April for a rehabilitation pro- 
ject, forcing traffic to detour 
around the community. 

The 254 Exit leading into 
Grayling is expected to be closed 
from Monday, April 10 to 
Sunday, May 7, while the con- 
tractors are working on the 
bridge. 

A detour will divert traffic 
which normally travels through 
Grayling toward Traverse City 
and Mio down Four Mile Road 
to Military Road to M-93 to M- 


72; 

Michigan Department of 
Transportation (MDOT) officials 
changed their plans to do the 
bridge reconstruction work in 
September 2005 after meeting 
with Grayling City Council and 
Grayling Regional Chamber 
officials last spring.

The Crawford County Board, 
which appoints the fish hatchery 
committee, is seeking communi 
ty members to sit on the board 
that oversees the fish hatchery 
grounds. 

Fish hatchery committee 
member Kris Bruestle resigned 
earlier this month, and Kevin 
Garrity resigned from the com- 
mittee earlier this year. Judy 
Fuller, another member on the 
committee, is not seeking reap- 
pointment when her term ends. 

Bruce Patrick, Crawford 
County environmental monitor 
and fish hatchery steering com- 
mittee member, said the commit- 
tee is particularly seeking resi- 
dents who have a background in 
fund-raising and grant writing. 
The committee, which currently 
has eight members, can have as 
many as 15 peonle on the com- 
mittee. 

“That’s where we’re at right 
now — we’re kind of stymied for 
money — but I guess that’s the 
name of the game with every- 
thing,” Patrick said. 

In December, the hatchery

committee submitted a grant 
application to the USS. 
Department ¢ of Agriculture. — . 

The.committee-is hoping, to get 
a rural enterprise grant which 
are earmarked to fund and 
finance small and emerging busi- 
ness in rural areas and can be 
used for the repair and modern- 
ization of buildings. 

The hatchery committee is 
secking to gain funding to 
replace the roof and siding on the 
exterior of the 92-year-old 
hatchery building. 

The committee ts applying for 
a $99,000 grant with an estimate 
that the roof would take up about 
a third of the funds. The commit- 
tee is planning to establish 
small nature museum in the 
hatchery building. Patrick said 
the federal officials are waiting 
for the Michigan's State Historic 
Preservation Office to sign off 
on the grant application since the 
hatchery building is a national 
historic site. 

“It all depends on getting their 
approval,” Patrick said. 

The hatchery committee com- 
pleted a project to restore the

Hanson and his friends failed 
to save the native fish, whose 
habitat was destroyed by floating 
logs down the river to local lum- 
ber mills, but their work with 
brook and brown trout succeed- 
ed. 

Grayling residents banded 
together in the early 1980s and 
received permission from the 
state to open the hatchery after it 
had been closed for several 
years. 

Thousands of school groups, 
tourists and residents visit the 
hatchery every summer.

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NOT TOO LONG ago, Michigan leg- 
islature decreed that the school year for 
local schools must start after Labor 
Day. 

The argument waxed hot and heavy 
for several years, with the tourist indus- 
try leading the parade of those in favor 
of a post-Labor Day school start, which 
would lengthen the tourist season, thus 
giving Michigan families a few more 
weeks for family vacations, and putting 
more dollars into tourist-related cash 
registers, 

Of course, in the process local elected 
school boards lost a bit more local 
autonomy. Most local school officials 
argued that the decision should be left 
with local school districts which better 
understand the needs of their own stu- 
‘dents and communities. 

At any rate, it’s settled ... at least for 
now. Chances are pretty good that. the 
question will come to the fore again 
before too long. 

MICHIGAN IS NOT the only state 
with differing opinions on when local 
schools should open. The Florida legis-

School starting date argued all over 


lature is wrestling with the same issue 
right now. 

The point in Florida is also that 
schools open too early and that starting 
dates should be delayed from early and 
mid-August to no more that one week 
before Labor Day. 

Local school officials in Florida, as in 
Michigan, argue that local control 
should remain. Opening day has been 
creeping forward in part to give stu- 


‘ dents more time to prepare for the 


Florida Comprehensive Assessment 
Test, given in February and March, 
which is used to rate schools, and in 
turn helps determine financial aid in one 
form or another, depending on scores. 

Sound familiar to Michigan teachers 
and parents? Are there echoes of skills 
and aptitude tests and other rating 
devices? 

One sponsor of a bill for longer sum- 
mer vacations offered a health motiva- 
tion, suggesting longer summers would 
help counter youth obesity. 

Florida kids, the legislator pointed 

, don’t have enough time to run 
around in the summer as kids are sup- 


posed to do, The senator could have a 
point, when she said that “they don’t 
have time to be kids anymore.” 

But if a longer summer is to keep kids 
active outdoors so they won’t get fat, 
maybe a companion law should outlaw 
video games, which occupy many hours 
for a lot of kids, and exercise only their 
thumbs.

FLORIDA AND MICHIGAN share 
other legislative concerns, too.

Michigan lawmakers, meanwhile, 
grapple with replacing the robin. with 
the Kirtland’s Warbler as Michigan’s 
official bird. 

Key lime pie may have tough sled- 
ding in Tallahassee. The senate prest- 
dent publicly proclaimed that he does- 
n’t like key lime pie, never eats it, but 
does admit that he likes the crust, which 
is usually made of graham crackers. 

The pecan pie has its Florida backers, 
too, but the pecan boomlet lost some 
steam when key lime backers pointed 
out neighboring Georgia already has the 


pecan pie as its official state pie, and 
anything that’s good enough for 
Georgia usually falls short in Florida. 

THE GEORGIA LEGISLATURE, 

meanwhile, faced its own crisis recent- 
ly, namely a resolution to honor Jane 
Fonda for charity work. 
_ The resolution was offered by a 
Democratic senator, apparently recog- 
nizing charitable activities while she 
was married to Ted Turner. 

Alas the sins of the past roared back 
into the present, rousing considerable 
opposition to honoring Jane Fonda 
based on her anti-war activities back in 
1972, when she visited North Vietnam, 
infamously pictured waving from a 
tank, and denouncing Amcrican war 
efforts in Vietnam. 

Because of the furor, a call came from 
Ms. Fonda’s office urging the resolution 
be withdrawn. The sponsor tried, but 
Republicans insisted on an immediate 
vote, which turned it down 38-1. The 
sponsor even voted against it. Ah, the 
ways partisanship can be expressed are 
varied indeed.

Legislators in Michigan as well as in 
other states often are criticized for 
spending time on relative minutia — 


_ such as official pies and feel-good reso- 


Jutions — when important matters are at 
hand, such as budgets and education 
and the economy. 

But the more things change, some- 
times the more they remain the same. 

In 1897, for example, the Indiana 
House of Representatives passed 67-0 a 
measure redefining the area of a circle, 
effectively declaring the value of pi to 
be 3.2. The bill died in the Indiana sen- 
ate. This information courtesy of one of 
those “this date in history” columns 
which many newspapers print. 

Personally, I prefer legislators spend- 
ing time on the key lime pie, the 
Kirtland’s Warbler, and a Jane Fonda 
resolution than trying to establish the 
area of a circle.

Time was adopted 


Daylight Saving Time has 
been used jn the: AY.S,.andip 
manly European countries since 
World War I. At that time, in an 
effort to conserve fuel needed to 
produce electric power, Germany 
and Austria took time by the 
forelock, and began saving day- 
light at 11:00 p.m. on April 30, 
1916, by advancing the hands of 
the clock one hour until the fol- 
lowing October. Other countries 
immediately adopted this 1916 
action: Belgium, Denmark, 
France, Italy, , Luxembourg, 
Netherlands, Norway, Portugal, 
Sweden, Turkey, and Tasmania. 
Nova Scotia and Manitoba 
adopted it as well, with Britain 
following suit three weeks Iater, 
on May 21, 1916. In 1917, 
Australia and Newfoundland 
began saving daylight. 

The plan was not formally 
adopted in the U.S. until 1918. 
‘An Act to preserve daylight and 
provide standard time for the 
United States’ was enacted on 
March 19, 1918. It both estab- 
lished standard time zones and 
set summer DST to begin on 
March 31, 1918. Daylight Saving 
Time was observed for seven 
months in 1918 and 1919, After 
the War ended, the law proved so 
unpopular (mostly because peo- 
ple rose earlier and went to bed 
earlier than people do today) that 
it was repealed in 1919 with a 
Congressional override — of 
President Wilson's veto. Daylight 
Saving Time became a local 
option, and was continued in a 
few states, such as Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island, and in some 
cities, such as New York, 
Philadelphia, and Chicago. 

During World War Hi, 
President Franklin’ Roosevelt 
instituted year-round Daylight 
Saving Time, called “Wat Time,” 
from February 2, 1942 to 
September 30, 1945. From 1945 
to 1966, there was no federal law 
regarding Daylight Saving Time, 
so States and localities were free 
to choose whether or not to 
observe Daylight Saving Time

On January 4, 1974, President 
Nixon signed into law the 
Emergency Daylight Saving 
Time Energy Conservation Act 
of 1973. Then, beginning on 
January 6, 1974, implementing 
the Daylight Saving Time 
Energy Act, 
ahead for a 15-month period 
through April 27, 1975. 

In the early 1960s, observance 
of Daylight Saving Time was 
quite inconsistent, with a hodge- 
podge of time observances, and 
no agreement about when to 
change clocks. The Interstate 
Commerce Commission, the 
nation’s timekeeper, was immo- 
bilized, and the matter remained 
deadlocked. Many business 
interests were supportive of stan- 
dardization, although it became a 
bitter fight between the indoor 
and outdoor theater industries. 
The farmers, however, were 
opposed to such uniformity, 
State and local governments 
were a mixed bag, depending on 
local conditions. 

Efforts at standardization were 
encouraged by a transportation 
industry organization, the 
Connnittee fur Time Uniformity. 
They surveyed the entire nation, 
through questioning telephone 
operators as to local time obser- 
vances, and found the situation 
was quite confusing. Next, the 
Committee’s goal was a strong 
supportive story on the front 
page of the New York Times. 
Having rallied the general pub-

on the 35-mile stretch of high- 
way between Moundsville, W.V., 
and Steubenville, Ohio, every 
bus driver and his passengers had 
to endure seven time changes! 

By [966, some 100 million 
Americans were observing 
Daylight Saving Time based on 
their local laws and customs. 
Congress decided to step in and 
end the confusion, and to estab- 
lish one pattern across the coun- 
try. The Uniform Time Act of 
1966 signed into Public Law 89- 
387 on April 12, 1966, by 
President Lyndon Johnson, creat- 
ed Daylight Saving Time to 
begin on the last Sunday of April 
and to end on the last Sunday of 
October. Any State that wanted 
to be exempt from Daylight 
Saving Time could do so by 
passing a state law. 

The Uniform Time Act of 
1966 established a system of uni- 
form (within each time zone) 
Daylight Saving Time through- 
out the U.S. and its possessions, 
exempting only those states in 
which the legislatures voted to 
keep the entire state on standard 
time. 

In 1972, Congress revised the 
law to provide that, if a state was 
in two or more time zones, the 
state could exempt the part of the 
State that was in one time zone 
while providing that the part of 
the state in a different time zone 
would observe Daylight Saving 
Time, The Federal law was 
amended in 1986 to begin 
Daylight Saving Time on the first 
Sunday in April. 

Under legislation enacted in 
1986, Daylight Saving Time in

Cardiovascular disease is the 
nation’s number one killer and 
many deaths—about 250,000 
per year—occur suddenly and 
without warning due to sudden 
cardiac arrest.

all sudden cardiac arrests occur 
at home and the chance of one’s 
survival is increased dramatical- 
ly if someone knows and per- 
forms CPR properly. 

‘Taking a CPR class is a great 
opportunity for residents to learn 
a skill that may save the life of a 
friend or family member. It is a 
vital, life-saving skill that every- 
one should know. When your 
spouse, parent or child’s life is 
on the line, the training allows 
you to overcome your fear and 


act quickly and confidently,” 
said Dave Duncan, OMH CPR 
instructor. 

Instructors train participants 
following the course structure 
for the American  Heaft 
Association’s Family and 
Friends course. Be advised thdt 
this is a layperson’s community 
CPR course and does not meet 
CPR certification requirements 
of employment or required pro- 
fessional credentials. The 
course is about three hours and is 
based on the American Heart 
Association’s guidelines for car- 
diopulmonary resuscitation and 
emergency cardiovascular care. 

In addition to the training of 
local residents, more than. six 
million people have CPR train- 
ing through the American Heart 
Association’s life support cours- 
es each year. They are provided 
through a network .of 3,500 
training centers and 250,000 
instructors and are available 
year-round.

Bill would limit cuts 
in physical education

Val Rossman, an elementary 
physical education teacher at 
Coburn Accelerated Elementary 
in Battle Creek, understands the 
importance of daily exercise. 

Unfortunately, she knows 
many children in her district 
“aren't getting it at home” and 
they arent getting much in 
school, either, 

Many exercise only at school 
where they receive 45 minutes 
of physical education twice a 
week, below the recognized sug- 
gestions of 30 minutes daily. 

Now she’s worried that these 
children could get even less than 
the 90 minutes a week they are 
getting now, with her district 
facing budget constraints and 
looking for areas to cut. 

“That’s one thing they're 
looking at cutting now,” she said 
of physical education. 

State law requires all public 
schools to teach physical educa- 
tion, but the length, frequency of 
instruction, and grade levels at 
which instruction is provided is 
left to local discretion. 

However, they couldn’t offer 
less than one hour a week under 
a bill recently introduced in the 
Senate. Sen. Tom George, R- 
Texas Township, would require 


30 minutes at least twice a week 
for students in grades K-5. The 
bill establishes a modest mini- 
mum, George said. 

George said concerns about 
Michigan’s obesity epidemic 
combined with evidence that 
physical education has dramati- 
cally decreased over the decades 
prompted the legistation. 

Some health and physical fit- 
ness experts assert that the bill is 
a good start for bringing physi- 
cal education back into the 
schools but say they would like 
to see legislation to mandate 
even more instruction time for 
physical education. Schools 
should provide it daily or about 
[50 minutes per week, they 
argue. 

“Our goal here is to help build 
healthy children and we know 
that physical education in tan- 
dem with good nutrition helps to 
create a healthier youth,” said 
Anne Ramsby, executive direc- 
tor of the Michigan Association 
for Health, Physical Education, 
Recreation and Dance. 

“A healthy student is mentat- 
ly, physically and nutritionally 
well. They’re all tied together, 
But if you don’t have that, the 
students tend not to perform as 
well as they should.” 

About — three-fourths — of 


schools don’t offer the recom- 
mended national standard of 
daily physical education, and 
many schools don't mect 
George’s proposed minimum, 
Ramsby said. 

But she coneedes that many 
schools do surpass the proposed 
minimum requirement. Among 
them are the five elementary 
schools at Three Rivers, 

“We exceed the legislation,” 
said Roger Rathburn, superin- 
tendent of Three Rivers 
Community Schools, who said 
he was surprised that not all 
school districts were doing the 
proposed minimum of 30 min- 
utes twice per week if this legis- 
lation had to be introduced. 

Elementary schools in Three 
Rivers presently have physical 
education 40 minutes twice a 
weck in addition to two different 
recess periods, Rathburn said. 
He has found that students per- 
form better in the classroom 
when they get more physical 
activity. 

Cutting back on physical edu- 
cation is something he would 
never consider, he said because 
motor skills and being physical- 
ly fit are just as vital, 

“We have to focus on develop- 
ment of the child in the totality,” 
he said.

“Do officers stop every cyclist 


to see if they’re endorsed? You 
need a reason to stop someone 
-- you can’t just stop someone 
to see if they have an endorse- 
ment.” 


To legally operate a motorcy- 
cle. in Michigan, an operator 


must be 18, pass a written test 
at the local Secretary of State 
office and also pass cither a 
rider skills test by an independ- 
ent agency or a motorcycle 
safety course approved by the 
Department of State or 
Motorcycle Safety Foundation. 

Lick predicted there would 
be fewer accidents if more 
motorcyclists took a safety 
course instead of simply pass- 
ing the skills test.
